At the conclusion of his speech, BEAUHARNAIS stated that 
all of the speeches being made at the convention were being 
sound recorded "because we may have to use it in court some¬ 
day." He added that the recording would be made available to 
the member organizations in order that they might be played at 
local meetings. 


According to the informant, the first speaker at the 
July 6, 1952 session was a JAp-rJ^AMHERT from Chicago, Illinois 
who related how the Woodlawn section of Chicago was being over¬ 
run with Negroes. H e stated that he had owned a restaurant 
in this section and that the Negroes often left without paying 
for their meals. H e stated that on one occasion a Negro woman 
left without paying and in addition to this she struck and 
cursed him, and the following day brought him into court and 
sued him for $20. H e stated that several days later a Negro 
woman left without paying but he made no effort to stop her 
because he said he would get no backing from the police. He 
stated that all of the Woodlawn residents have had to stand 
by and watch their stores being broken into and robbed because 
the police do nothing to help them. He stated that for this 
reason he and other Woodlawn residents were supporting the 
anti-Negro "White Circle League" in Chicago. 

The next speaker was LEWJdTftLENKE of Edwardsville, Illinois, 
who is a member of the Board of Directors of the newspaper 
"The Farmers’ Voice," published by the United Farmers of 
•Jnerica, Incorporated. H e spoke against the use of artificial 
fertilizer and insect sprays and stated that his organization 
was against the use of medicines and the fluoridation of water 
systems. He stated that the people were being forced to use 
these artificial aids as part of a deep rooted plot to weaken 
them so that they could be easily overcome. 


The informant stated that at the last session of the 
convention many resolutions were introduced and adopted. It 
v/as stated that a copy of these would later be sent to all those 
delegates in attendance. In summary, these resolutions in¬ 
dicated that the•organization would be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, 
anti-Farm Bureau, anti-tax system and against the present 
monetary system in this country. The informant advised that 
a discussion took place concerning the name to be adopted by the 
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organization.- After the introduction and discussion of 
several names, the name selected was "National Association 
For The Advancement of VJhite People, 1 ' However, the informant 
was later advised by JOHN W. HAMILTON that after the convention 
had ended the leaders of several participating organizations 
met and decided that the name selected at the convention should 
be changed inasmuch as it might be confused with the National 
Association For The Advancement of Colored People. HAMILTON 
stated that it was decided to change the name from “National ; 
Association For The Advancement of V/hite People" to "The ) 
Allied American Association." 

According to the informant, it was not made clear at the 
convention whether the new organization would have a head¬ 
quarters which would direct its activities or whether it would 
be an organization in name only, with all activities carried on 
through the member organizations. It was stated, however, that 
the participating organizations would retain their present 
name and character but that their letterheads would be changed 
to show affiliation with the "National Association For The 
Advancement Of 'White People." According to the informant, it 
appears that the participating organizations will all adopt 
the platform of the new organization. The informant stated 
that most of the delegates present appeared to be friends of 
long standing and indicated that they were in constant 
communication with each other. 

was further advised by JOHN W. HAMILTON that 
there were delegates-from about thirty states present at the 
convention. However, the informant observed that there were 
never more than thirty-five people tpresent at any one session 
of the convention. It was also started during the convention 
that there were to be approximately^ fifty organizations joining 
together to form the "National Association For The Advancement 
Of White People," but, according to the informant, not all of these 
were represented at the convention. 

Informant stated that JOSEPH BEAUHARNAIS indicated that 
the names of the participating organizations would be made 
available at a later date, at which time a list of the 
resolutions passed would also be made available to those who 
had attended. 

Inasmuch as there is no organization known as the "National 
association For The Advancement Of VJhite People" or "The Allied 
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American Association" in St. Louis at the present time, the 
activities of this organization will be followed throu^i the 
investigation presently being conducted concerning the 
Citizens Protective Association in St. Louis,

White Circlo Calls for Mob Violence 

November 4» 1951 - "The Worker", Illinois edition, on page 8 
columns 1,2,3,4, carried a story captioned "White Circle C 
for Mob Violence in Grand Crossing." Pertinent paragraphs 
this article are quoted as follows: 

"Chicago - The White Circlo League ib now preparing mob violeii 
in still another neighborhood - this time, the Grand Crossing 
Community, The 'Illinois Worker' learned that the area aro'^d 
72nd and Dorchester Is being blanketed with racist propaganda 
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issuod by the Klan organization. Mob-inciting leaflets wero 
passed, out at a mooting of some 2,000 residents who wero called 
togothor by tho Grand Crossing Property Owners Improvement 
association to discuss the probability that Negroes may move 
into tho neighborhood. 

'■'The ominous pattern of Cicero was, in fact, taking definite 
shape, according to reports by the Reverend William B^IRD, 

Pastor of tho Essex Community Church which is located in 
tho Grand Crossing Community. 

'’according to his account, racist activity began in the community 
after a property owner at 72nd Place and Porchestor advertised 
that her property was for sale to Negroes, 

i! It was then that tho Grand Crossing Property.Owners group 
called a mass meeting at the St. Lawrence Parochial School, 
where White Circle Longue material was distributed. 

•Those loaflots contained a 'Coll to Arms' to white residents, 
urging that they follow tho oxamplo of tho Cicero Riot. 

"Meanwhile, this paper secured copies of an ‘open letter' sent 
by White Circle League■Chieftain JOSEPH BEiAJftlRN^IS, to HARRY 
TRUMAN in an effort to enlist the president in his racist 
campaign. 

"Tho letter to TRUMAN asked his help 'to halt tho black tide lapp¬ 
ing at the very thresholds of our homes and threatening to 
inundate all white neighborhoods in a vast cosspool of 
racial amalgamation which is only one stop removed from mong¬ 
rel izati on. '"

"The March 15, 1952 edition of the 'Courier' stated tho paper 
printed a scries of articles exposing activities of tho White 
Circle Loaguo of iJncrica, and aided in bringing about tho 
revocation of tho league's charter by tho State of Illinois, and 
the conviction and maximum fine for BEAUHARl'LEES. Ho was charged 
with distributing literature defaming to Negroes." 

Supremo Court Upholds Ban . 

Tho "Chicago Sun-Times", a daily newspaper, in an issued datod 
'‘April 29, 1952, on page 16, columns i,2,3,4 und 5, carriod an 
article captioned "Supremo Court Upholds State 3an on Hate Litera¬ 
ture."

"Tho^ high court found in a 5-4 decision that'/tho U. SaVW

tions if they expose mombers of any rape or religion to 'contempt, 
derision or obloquy.’ 

’'•The ease was one in which JOSEPH B&kTJEARNAIS, founder of the 
VJliito Circle League of .morioa, was finod S),i200 for distributing 
copies of a petition which road in part: 

"’Wanted - Ono million solf-rospecting white people in Chicago 
to unite under the banner of tho Vi/hi to Circle League of 
Jjtcrica to exposo tho national campaign now on and supported 
. TRUMAN 1 s infamous civil rights program. * 

'•'The petition spoke of ’rapes, robberies, knives, guns and 
marijuana of the Negro' and alleged Communism was ripe among 
Ncgroos. 

“The fine was imposed in Municipal Court in May, 1950. The law 
or towhich BEAUHARNAIS was prosecuted had been passed the 

> r.o:.' before. 

’The statute known as tho group libel law forbids publication 
or exhibition of any ’lithograph, moving picture, play, drama, 
or sketch which portrays depravity, criminality, unchastity or 
lack of virtue of a class of citizens of any race, color, creed, 
or religion,’or exposes thorn to ’contempt, derision, or 
obloquy or is productive of breach of the peace.’ 

"BEAUHxJttNAIS’ conviction. was upheld by the Illinois Supremo 
Court. 

’’Justice FRANKFURTER doliverod tho majority opinion for himself 
and Chief Justice VINSON, and Justices BURTON, CLERK and 
MINTON. Justices BL*.CK, REED, JACKSON and DOUGLAS wroto 
dissenting opinions. "

"Tho members havo received no bulletins or notices of mootings 
by the White Circle League of iunerica for a period of one year. 

Many of you have been wondering If tho interracialists and our 
many adversaries have forced us to cease operations, but the 
f ct is that we havo boon oxtromely busy in strengthening the 
foundations of our organization and preparing ourselves for the 
opportune moment to move forward in the direction of accomp¬ 
lishing all of our aims and purpjfo3os. TELIT MOMENT IS NOW . 

"Tho organizations who arc intent! upon mongrolizing the white 
race have millions of dollars at thoir disposal to continue 
their vicious propaganda to destroy organizations liko The 
White Circle League of America. Everyone of our members should 
now bo convinced that I havo stood up against all. of tho perfidy 
and abuse that those anti-white forces could throw at mo. Our 
organization has boon constrained booauso the white pooplo 
have failed to support it financially. WE CANNOT GET RESULTS 
OR WIN OUR BATTLES, OR PROTECT TIE WHITE ^E0ALE PROM AGGRESSIONS, 
UNLESS WE HAVE SUFFICIENT FUNDS ON HAND WITH WHICH TO DO THE 
JOB. Wo have tho leadership, thjb courago and the legal program 
to hold our own against tho forces that aim to mongrolize the 
white raco, but we do not havo tjho money to operate our organization 
along the lines of efficiency that are presently employed by tho 
National Assn, for tho Advancomont of Colored reoplc, tho 
Urban League, tho Human Rotations Commissions, the Interracial 
groups, and the Anti-Defamation League. 

."I say to every member that Tho White Circle League of America 
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Is destined to grow and flourish into a force which will ulti¬ 
mately settle the racial problem and establish RACIAL PEACE 
in this country. 

U A careful study of the illustration on the cover of this 
publication will make it clear to you exactly what we stand for and 
exactly what we are determined to fight for until these aims and 
objects are accomplished. We are the one force in America that 
will cast our shadow and our strength directly in the path of all 
the race-mongrellzers and hold them back in their march to 
destroy our white heritage, our traditions and our long-established 
way of life. 

"Every member of The White Circle League of America should now 
have a deeper and broader understanding of the grave peril that 
faces the white race if we do not solidly unite and build up 
at least one powerful white organization to safeguard and 
perpetuate our WHITE RACIAL PURITY. So many of you have told 
rrm. that you ’were waiting for the final decision' of the U. S. 
Supreme Court on my ca3e before you decided whether we were 

going to live or be destroyed. You now know that we are going to 

live because four of those notable U. S. Supreme Court Justices 
say that we are RIGHT . To mo, this means THE GREEN LIGHT, or, THE 

GO-AHEAD SIGNAL. OtTIT REAL FIGHT IS JUST BEGINNING. 

"I now call upon you to renew your membership in The White Circle 
League of America and to back .it up all the way, because if we 
do not stand together in solid unity and rosist the steady rmrch 
of the negro invader into our neighborhoods, into our places 
of recreation, into our churches, clubs and social organizations, 
we shall have mongrelization forced upon us, and the great 
culture and civilization of white America will become a cesspool 
of racial degradation. 

"I have given up my business so that I may devote all of my timo 
and the balance of my 'life to c arrying on the work of keeping the 
black and white races separated physically and in preserving the 
dignity, social edicts, customs, rights and heritage of the 
white race in America. 

"Lack of money is what has prevented me from regularly sending you 
bulletins and information about The White Circle League of 
America. I remind you that it costs at least ^300 for postage 
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and printed matter to cover a single mailing to our membership. 

This money must como from our members. Wo must be self- 
supporting in order to cope with our strong opposition. This 
is elementary, and should bo readily understood and accepted by 
us all. I have sacrificed thousands of dollars to keep up this 
fight. I have nothing material to gain by facing the pressures 
and dangers involved in this enterprise. I shall probably meet 
my fate and find martyrdom in this enterprise, and by the very 
thing I created as a service and a shield o-f protection for my 
white fellow man, but I care not what happens to me. I KNOW 
THAT I AM RIGHT . AND I HAVE COMPLETELY FORGOTTEN SELF TFlfT" 
DETERMINATION TO SET UP A STRONG, OPERATING, SUCCESSFUL ORGANIZA¬ 
TION THAT CAN BE DEPENDED UPON TO JEALOUSLY GUARD THE INTERESTS 
AND THE WELFARE OF THE WHITE RACE.

Ho remarked that a convention such as this one would have been 
impossible a year ago. He was encouraged by the fact that there 
woro two .such conventions in Chicago at the some time, devoted to 
upholding the supremacy of White Christian culture. Ho praised 
the formation of the LIBERTY PLRT'f, and said all of thu groups 
represented must work together to accomplish common aims, oven 
though it was difficult and they had not had too much success 
in tho past. If the groups working for White Supremacy in tho 
U. S. could work together, they could overthrow tho Jewish 
conspiracy. Ho said that both major parties were bad. Ho 
thought tho Republicans were worse than tho Democrats becauso 
although thoy opposed the Now Deal, they overlooked tho real 
conflict between White Christian Supremacy and the conspiracy 
against it.

^/HAMILTON indicated that within a very short period ho wanted to 
start sons cross burnings in St. Louis. On this regard, HENDRIX 
advised HAMILTON that he should bum five or six crosses simultaneously 
in order to lead the public to believo that there are a very large 
number of Klansmen in St. Louis. /HAMILTON stated that ho wanted no 
violence in 3t, Louis but that he did want a lot of activity in 
order to make it appear that the Klan is organized in large numbers 
and also to properly scare the Negroes, 


It was indicated that in the beginning St. Louis will be the hub for 
IGlan activities in Missouri, after which they will branch out to 
other parts of the state to recruit new members and hold meetings. 

It was planned that after the Klan becomes organized in St. Louis 
they will hold a big meeting at Potosi, Missoiri, where | | 

are acquainted with some person who owns farm land. According to 
the informant, the plan is to rent a com field from this person at 
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Potosi, Missouri, where they hope to hold a meeting woich will be 
held with the hope of obtaining a large number of new members from 
that area. HAMILTON stated that he hoped the meeting in Potosi 
would be able to be held by October and HENDRIX indicated that he 
would come to Potosi to speak at this meeting. HENDRIX further ex¬ 
plained that by r nting a piece of property in this manner the au¬ 
thorities could do nothing to them and could not put them off of the 
property. The meeting at Potosi is to be attended by the 40 kl an amen 
from St. Louis who, by that time, will have their robes which wil- be 
obtained through HENDRIX from Florida. HAMILTON stated that by the 
time of the Potosi meeting he hopes to have between forty and fifty 

members. 

According to the informant, HENDRIX stat'd that he has greatly re¬ 
duced his activity recently in view of the fact that a Alan officer 
was presently awaiting a retrial and that he did not want to do any¬ 
thing which would focus attention on the Klan and possibly jeopardize 
the chances of this official. He stated, however, that after 
matter was settled he was going to increase his activity and that he 
wanted to have the Klan become active in 48 states. HSNDl'^X.men¬ 
tioned briefly that his Klan took no part in the recent Kiwi bombings 
and he stated that he had told the FBI that he had nothing to do with 

it. 

HENDRIX mentioned a movie believed by the informant to be titled 
"Star Morning’' which apparently was very anti-Klan in nature. Ac¬ 
cording to the informant, this movie was show at theaters in Jackson¬ 
ville, Florida, apparently some time ago. HENDRIX mentioned briefly 
that the story portrayed incidents in which a man was dragged through 
the streets and later killed by members of the KKK vtaxh : Lt ,™ s 

discovered that he was innocent of the charges accused of by the KKK. 
HENDRIX stated that he and members of his Klan went to Jacksonville 
and put lamp black on a large number of the seats in the theater at 
which the picture was showing. He stated that this created such a 
turmoil with the patrons of the theater that the theater was almost 
forced out of business. 
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According to the informant, HENDRIX explained a method which ha3 been 
utilized by the Klan in administering a beating to a designated indivi¬ 
dual, He said the procedure was to have the man accroached while walk¬ 
ing on the street by a Klansman in plain clothes who would be carrying 
a cain and a switch blade knife. He said the Klansman would then start 
beating the man with his cain at which time he would also drop the switch 
blade knife to the ground, HENDRIX stated that at the time of the 
attack it is necessary to have five or six Klansmen standing around the 
vicinity to observe the incident. He said the attacker then claims that 
the beaten man attempted to/attack him with the knife and that he used 
the cain in self defense. >^At this time the other Klansmen who are 
acting as witnesses come forward and verify the statement of the first 
Klansman to the effect that the beaten man had attacked the Klansman 
with the knife. Ho stated that, in this situation none of the Klansmen 
involved are identified as such. b2

I [ stated that at one time during their visit HENDRIX put on his 

full Klan uniform and showed them a large emblem which was sown on over 
the chest. He stated that t’is was a decoration which was bestowed 
only on Klansmen who had been shot at, 

HENDRIX stated that PETER XAVIER from Dayton, Ohio, ha.d been to visit 
him several months ago. From ensuing conversations it was the informant's 
impression that XAVIER is to formulate plans for the formation of a 
Klan in Dayton, Ohio, although this was not specifically stated. HENDRIX 
did mention that he took XAVIER to a Klan meeting and that XAVIER seemed 
to be fairly well impressed with the affair. 

Mention was made of the meeting which took plcace in Chicago, Illinois, 
in July, 1952 for the purpose of establishing the organization to be 
•known ? s the National Association for the Advancement of V'nite People 
to be composed of various anti-Negro organizations. HENDRIX stated that 
he had been invited to attend this meeting but had not done so because 
it was his impression that most of the people from these other anti- 
Negro groups do a lot of talking but are not taking part in any real 
activity. He said that for this reason he did not want to become af¬ 
filiated with the National Association for the Advancement of VJhite 
People, Ho stated that he wanted to devote all of his attention to 
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the KKK but that ho would be happy if any of these people who are 
leaders of other anti-Negro groups want to work with him in organizing 
the Klan in their area. He stated that in this event he would be glad 
to have their assistance, HENDRIX indicated that he did not think 
too much of JOSEPH 3EAUHARNAIS, leader of the White Circle League in 
Chicago, who was instrumental in forming the National Association for 
tho Advancement of T hite People. HMDRIX stated that he trusted 
BEAUHARNAIS but did not think he was a very good loader. Following 
this remark, JOHN HAMILTON stated that more had been accomplished in 
three hours with HENDRIX than had been done in three days at the above 
mentioned Chicago meeting, HAMILTON stated that he was disappointed 
with the results at Chicago inasmuch as there had been a lot of talking 
but that many things had been left in .an undecided status. He stated 
that the St. Louis Citizens Protective Association was going to join 
the National Association for the Advancement of White People mostly 
for the benefit of B3AUHARNAI3 but that he would not be able to give 
BEAUHaRNAIS much help, HAMILTON added that he wanted to devote much 
of his time in the future to organizing the KKK in Missouri. 

In regard to JOSEPH SEAUHARNAIS, HAMILTON stated that several months 
ago he hid been with BEAUHAPNalS in the company of other individuals 
at which time BEAUKARNAIS became intoxicated. He stated that at this 
time- they were engaged in a discussion during which BEAUHARN/JS defended 
the position of the Catholic Chu'ch on several, points. HAMILTON con¬ 
cluded from this incident that BEAUHARNAIS might be a Catholic or 
might have been a Catholic at one time. 

Recording to the informant, HENDRIX also mentioned that he had organized 
the American Confederate Army which the informant stated appears to be 
.a front organization for the Kill', HENDRIX stated that he intends to 
expand the 'morican Confederate .irmy because they are able to take into 
that organization people who wash to lend support, both moral and finan¬ 
cial, to the KI-.K but who are not eligible to join the ETK either because 
they are Catholics or because they arc naturalized citizens. Informant 
reported that JOHN H'MILTON displayed a small card which he carries in 
his wallet which states that HAMILTON holds the rank of colonel in the 
American Confederate Army, HAMILTON indicated during the discussiorf'that 
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ho might organize a branch of the /mcrican Confederate Army in St. 
Louis after he gets the KKK well organized.

The informant reported that HINDRIX furnished JOHN HAMILTON with a 

book entitled "Koran" which HENDRIX stated was the "Bible" of the KKK 

and contains i nformation on the organization and rules under which the b6 

KKK operates. | [ mentioned that he owns what he called an b7c 

original Koran which he stated had been used during the Civil War 

period. 


According to the informant, HENDRIX gave HAMILTON instructions concern¬ 
ing tho most desirable means of constructing a wooden cross for their 
purpose, HENDRIX stated that the wooden frame is wrapped in burlap 
which hap been soaked in naptha or gasoline. He stated that for the 
best results, powdered carbide should be sprinkled under tho burlap 
inasmuch as when water is directed on the flames the carbide will 
grrfitly increase the intensity of the fire instead of extinguishing it. 

He stated that a very satisfactory time fuse can be used to ignite the 
cross. This consists of taking a package of book matches on which the 
cover is opened and then closed beneath the exposed matches. A lighted 
cigarette is then placed in between the covers of the match book with 
the lighted end away from the match book. He stated that as the cigarette 
bums it will burn toward the matches and when it bums to a point 
underneath the exposed matches, they will ignite and will in turn ignite 
the burlap, HENDRIX stated that the time fuse can be placed on one of 
tho cross arms of the cross and it will do a satisfactory job. 


HAMILTON ind.ica.ted that the KKK will be organized in Hissouri with St, 
Louis .as the center of activity in the beginning and that it would then 
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be organized in other places throughout the state. HENDRIX stated that 
once the organization become large enough to be self-sustaining it 
will not longer be necessary to nay dues to the Southern Knights of the 
KXK. He stated that until that time, however, the Florida Kl°n would 
lend moral support to the Kissouri Xian. 

HENDRIX instructed H'l : ILT-N that they should allow no notes to be taken 
at any of the meetings and that in the event a member had missed a 
meeting he could be informed of what had taken place from the minutes 
read at the following meeting and that it would never be necessary for 
a member to inform, another member of what had taken place. He stated 
that anyone found telling of what had transpired at a Klan meeting or 
anyone caught divulging any of the Klen's secrets should be horse whipped.

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The National Association for Advance¬ 
ment of White People is a non-profit corpo¬ 
rate organization, legally constituted under 
the corporation laws of the State of Dela¬ 
ware. The pattern of operation of this or¬ 
ganization is crystal-clear, in that an honest 
attempt shall be made to re-establish the 
rightful status of the citizens of America, 
whose design for living teeters on the brink 
of disaster, the White citizens having been 
placed in this precarious position by the 
pressure exerted on every hand by those 
who insist on exploiting the Negro race. It 
is expedient that sensible material be pre¬ 
pared and published to bolster the interests 
of White people, before the maze of organi¬ 
zations intent on sublimating those interests, 
succeed in making it unpopular to be a 
member of the White race. 

All citizens are guaranteed equal rights 
and privileges that suffer grievously, when 
thrown out of focus by pressure groups that 
many times allow mistaken zeal to cloud 
their view of natural human relations in a 
democracy. 

It is now necessary that the National As¬ 
sociation for Advancement of White People 
establish its position, so that the members cf 
the White race may be represented in their 
natural desire to retain a reasonable sem¬ 
blance of their way of life. It is our pur¬ 
pose to state the position of the White race 
in handling this problem, inasmuch as the 


Negro is now represented by the National

People. 

Those with an axe to grind arc loud in 
the presentation of their ideas, while most 
hard-working citizens do not take the time 
to publicly present their views. Most men 
are willing to live and let live, without 
attempting to impose their philosophy on 
ad who might dare to disagree with them. 
Successful relations of different races will 
eventually result from gradually changing 
concepts of all those affected. Any attempt 
to artificially mature such a process must 
result in bitterness, since human nature has 
hastily been circumvented. 

One of the most unrelenting propaganda 
campaigns in the history of civilization has 
now reached its zenith in a fanatical attempt 
to socialize the White and Negro races. For 
example, in the District of Columbia, at 
the present writing, the wave of persuasive 
prodding has been almost entirely designed 
to incite the members of the Negro race, 
as they are led by self-constituted experts 
to register hurt and resentment for fancied 
abuses that do not exist. Facts are ignored, 
as fast-talking breast-beaters skip hurriedly 
over the statistics that would prove their 
denouncement, while their facile tongues 
coin such catch-phrases as "second class 
citizenship", “minority race” and other 
cliches designed to stir up racial awareness

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS! 

Digest of newspaper articles and literature published by- 
subject organization reflects that it is a non-profit corporation 
incorporated under the laws of the State of Delaware. National 
offices are maintained in 1319 F Street, N. W. Newspaper articles 
reflect that subjeot organization had 3,000 members as of January, 

1954, and that membership has increased since that time. BRYANT W. 
BOWLES, President, has delivered two speeches over Station WPIK, 
Alexandria, Virginia, setting forth his ideas against racial integration 
and attacking recent Supreme Court decision. In some literature 
published by the organization its purposes are set forth as being 
opposed to Communism and all "left-wing" elements. Literature of 
organization sets forth that the purpose of the organization is to 
"seek to advance the white people by insuring their rights, in law, 
to associate with those of their own kind if they so desire, either 
publicly or privately in any or all of the multitude of life's 
activities." 


DETAILS: AT YfASHINGTON, D. C 


A. ORIGIN, SCOPE AND GENERAL ACTIVITIES OF THE ORGANIZATION

Incorporated, as set forth in their published brochures, is a non-

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profit corporated organization legally constituted under the corporation 
laws of the State of Delaware which maintains Executive Offices at 
1319 F Street, N. W., Washington, D. C. 

The Washington Evening Star, local newspaper, on February 18, 
1954, in an article entitled '•White People Need Advancing Says NAAWP ,f 
sets forth information that the corporation received its charter 
Deoember 14 in tne State of Delaware. This article reports an interview 
with BRYANT W. BOTLES in which he did not state what the actual 
membership of the corporation is at the present time but that he would 
announce it when it reached 5u,Ouu members. Tne article related that 
BOWLES did comment that membership had been aoubxed since January, 1^54, 
when its membership was 3,uuu, 1 

Concerning branches of the organization, the newspaper 
article sets out that BOWLES stated that Memphis would be chapter 
headquarters for the Midsouth Area including Tennessee, Mississippi, 
Oklahoma, Louisiana and ArKansas. BOWLES claimed that branch offices 
are to be opened up and that Chicago wouLa pernaps be next. 

Confidential Informant T-i, of known reliability, advised 
on June 21, 1954* that the activities, to date, of the organization 
have been to attempt to build up membership by means of mail solicitations. 
The informant advised that a publication is contemplated by the 
corporation called the "National Forum" but that it is being held 
up by the slowness of subscriptions. Informant advised that as soon 
as subscriptions are forthcoming the publication will be printed 
giving the "white" point of view on current events, principally dealing 
with racial integration. Informant also advised that two talks have 
been given by the President, BRYANT W. BOWLES, on radio station WPIK 
in Alexandria, Virginia, on June 6 and 13. Informant advised that 
another talk had been planned for June 2u but that difficulties had 
arisen with the radio station due 4o the radio station's fear of libel 
suits. \

"The NAAWP is not motivated by prejudice, bigotry or hatred; not* 
are its policies Un-American, un-democratic, or Un-Christian. 

"The NAAWP will always endeavor to be just, decent and reasonable 
in all its actions. 


"The NAAWP is a law abiding association, recognizing the authority of 
and adhering to the Constitution; also, the Federal, State and local 
laws in their respective jurisdictions, 

"The NAAWP will always endeavor to be governed in its actions by 
the Golden Rule: "DO UNTO OTHERS AS YOU WOULD HAVE THEM DO UNTO YOU." 

In the brochure entitled ’Tf/hy" the following is set forth: 

"The National Association for Advancement of White People is a 
non-profit corporate organization, legally constituted under the corporation 
laws of the State of Delaware, The pattern of operation of this organization 
is crystal-clear, in that an honest attempt shall be made to re-establish the 
rightful status of the citizens of America, whose design for living teeters 
on the brink of disaster, the White citizens having been placed in this 
precarious position by the pressure axerted on every hand by those who insist 
on exploiting the Negro race. It is expedient that sensible material be 
prepared and published to bolster the interest of White people, before the 
maze of organizations intent on sublimating those interests, succeed in 
making it unpopular to be a member of the White race. 

"All citizens are guaranteed equal rights and privileges that 
suffer grievously, when thrown out of focus by pressure groups that many 
times allow mistaken zeal to cloud their view of natural human relations 
in a democracy. 

"It is now necessary that the National Association for Advancement 
of White People establish its position, so that the members of the White 
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race may be represented in their natural desire to retain a reasonable semblance 
of their way of life. It is our purpose to state the position of the White 
race in handling this problem, inasmuch as the Negro is now represented by 
the National Association for Advancement of Colored People, 

"Those with an axe to grind are loud in the presentation of their 
ideas, while most hard-working citizens do not take the time to publicly 
present their views. Most men are willing to live and let live, without 
attempting to impose their philosophy on all who might dare to disagree 
with them. Successful relations of different races will eventually result 
from gradually changing concepts of all those affected. Aftjk attempt 
to artificially mature such a process must result in bitterness, since human 
nature has hastily been circumvented. 

"One of the most unrelenting propaganda campaigns in the history of 
civilization has now reached its zenith in a fanatical attenpt to socialize 
the White and Negro races. For example, in the District of Columbia, at 
the present writing, the wave of persuasive prodding has been almost entirely 
designed to incite the members of the Negro race, as they are led by self- 
constituted experts to register hurt and resentment for fancied abuses that 
do not exist. Facts are ignored, as fast talking breast-beatera skip hurriedly 
over the statistics that would prove their denouncement, while their facile 
tongues coin such catch-phrases as 'second class citizenship', 'minority 
race' and other cliches designed to 3tir up racial awareness among people 
who were getting along in a natural pattern until the integration issue 
assumed outsize proportions. 

"An honest effort to return sane thinking to our discussion of 
race relations will be the avowed purpose of the National Association for 
Advancement of White People, to the end that the opinions and personal 
privileges of the millions of people, who have so far uttered not one word 
in the frenzied campaign for forced integration of the races, may be allowed 
an honest impetus in balancing the scales against the juggernaut which has 
so far ridden roughshod over simple logic and rational appraisal. We hold 
no brief for twisted reasoning, misplaced fanaticism or the incitement of 
unrest by misleading propaganda, such mouthings will be answered by 
incontrovertible facts Yfhenever they appear in the future. Dictation of our 
thinking and personal associations is a long step toward complete sublimation 
of self, to the whims of those who would secure political power at the 
expense of the personal rights of citizens of all races." 

T-l also furnished a subscription for membership blank from the 
above organization which contains the following as a prerequisite for 
joining the organization. "I am white, above the age of 21 and a citizen 
of the United States. I have never, nor do I intend, to ever become 
a member of any organization that advocates the overthrow of the government 
of the United States of America. 
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’ "It is understood and agreed that after becoming a member of this 
organization I reserve the right to vote as I please, -worship aB I please 
or do as I please as long as I feel that it is rightful, but I do believe * 
in segregation with appropriate facilities for people of any color*" 

D. ACTION TAKEN TO IMPLEMENT PROGRAM OF NAAWP 


PUBLIC UTTERANCES 


_| Station WPIK, Alexandria, Virginia, 

made available to the miter the t.rananri jAr of two radio addresses which 
BOWLES gave on June 6, and June 13, 1954* I I stated that in giving 

these two transcripts he hoped it was understood that the station was in 
no way responsible for BOWIES material and that the station is always open 
for public discussions on either side of the fence concerning the question 
of segregation. ' 


In his speech on June 6, 1954, B01VLES related that the purpose 
of his organization was to "re-establish the rightful status of citizens 
of America whose design for living teeters on the brink of disaster, 
the white citizens having been placed in this precarious position by the 
pressure asserted on each hand by those who insisted on exploiting the 
Negro race." During this speech BOWLES mentioned the recent United States 
Supreme Court Ruling that "separate but equal schools are unconstitutional." 
BOWLES claimed "that the only thing unconstitutional about it is the fact that 
one race has had to pay the taxes all these years to support the schools 
for both races." BOWLES devoted most of this first program to attacking the 
recent Supreme Court decision. 


OB^June 13, 1954, BOWLES gave a public address in which he stressed 
the following points. He mentioned the living standard of Negroes in the 
United States and pointed out that "if the Negroes in this country have a 
lower standard of living than the white people it is because he chooses 
to have a shiny automobile in preference to a decent home." BOWLES also 
mentioned organization charities and how the Negroes have benefited by 
charities supported by white people which unknown to these white people 
support integration. BOWLES also pointed out that the Red Cross does not 
label its blood in its blood bank and that he would rather die than have 
negro blood given to him. Also BOWLES criticized the Supreme Court as 
being composed of politicians and not judges. BOWLES also stated that 
although he was not going into statistics on crime, his audience would 
know who committed the majority of crime involving violence. In this 
speech BOWLES stated that "if they (negro organizations to which he was 
referring) continue to prove to me they are trying to tear down the 
white race Dll do everything within my power, legally, to stop them. 

I say legally, because as long as I am president of the National Association 
for Advancement of White People, this organization will never wear any 
white sheets or burn any crosses. Everything will be done over and 
above the table." 
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i i Radio Announcer on Station WPIK, who waa^ on duty 

on June 20 advised that when BOWLES did not make his scheduled talk over 
the station that day, he received approximately 75 telephone call s asking — 

why BOW LES did not talk and if he would be back on the air again. |-__—I 

I l atated that most of these telephone calls, if not all of them, were 


in favor of the talks given by BCWLES.

Mongrelization Is NAACP Goal." The article points out at 
one point that the NAACP has Jewish leadership. This is 
pointed out in the following terms: "Jewish Leadership. 

Before doing that, however, it is necessary to correct a 
popular misconception as to the leadership of the NAACP. 

Because it is not really and truly a Negro organisation at all. 
The people behind the NAACP are not Negroes, but Jews. This 
will come as a surprise to some because the organization 
invariably uses Negroes as fronts for its activities, and the 
rank and file of its staff is Negro.

LOS ANOELES —Nowhere In America Is the cult of "brotherhood" 
taken more seriously than In California, where from kindergarten on 
the child Is continuously taught the blessings of racial equality and 
the. horrors of "bigotry". Lost monULSQJBC of the visible .results of this 
"tolerance" propaganda were especially apparent to the parents of 
Los Angeles when the tax-supported Los Angeles City College, largest 
Junior college In the U.S.. celebrated its 25th anniversary. Chosen as 
queen of the silver anniversary event was Barbara Lee Cooke, an 
attractive white co-ed. The “king", 
however, was a Negro as black as 
the ace of spades.

A LESSON

SEGREGATION CASE 

Ironically, the episode at Los 
Angeles City College occurred on 
the eve of the Supreme Court's 
decision outlawing segregated 
schools. And fittingly enough, the 
Court's anti-segregation decision 
was read by chief-justice Earl 
Warren, former governor of Cali¬ 
fornia and a life-long advocate of 
race-mixing, Warren's new mis¬ 
sion. it would seem, is to extend 
California's race-mixing program 
to all the -18 states. . . 

Although several states, includ¬ 
ing California, have long main¬ 
tained interracial schools, 21 states 
and the District of Columbia have 
continued to segregate Negroes 
and whites. It is on these states 
that the real impact ot the Court's 
radical decision will fall, because 
they contain a substantial major¬ 
ity of the nation's entire Negro 
population. The population of 
Mississippi, for exarr\jple. is about 
half white and half Negro. In (he 
District of Columbia, which Eisen¬ 
hower has fatuously designated as 
a "pilot model" for the various 
slates to emulate, 57%' of the stu¬ 
dents enrolled in public schools 
are Negro while only 43% are 
white. 

ULTIMATE EFFECT 

The ultimate effect (of the Su¬ 
preme court’s ruling against seg¬ 
regated schools will not, however, 
be apparent for many jrars. The 
process of mixing whiles and Ne¬ 
groes in the classroom may, as a 
mailer of fact, be relal/vely slow 
in many eases. 

The real damage will be done 
U71 ihe pkycnologieu, ironC'TKe ~ 
child will be conditioned at first 
to accept the mere presence of 
Negro students in the classroom. 
Later he will be taught that all 
races are equal in ability and 
intellectual capacity and that there 
is no essential difference belwcen 
the various racial groups. He will 
be inoculated against the evils of 
"bias" and "prejudice", and train¬ 
ed to look upon any manifestation 
of racial pride or consciousness as 
anti-social, if not criminal. , , 
BRAINWASH 

Only ivhen this process of brain¬ 
washing is far enough along will 
the student be introduced to the 
joys of interracial social activities. 
Needless to say, it is only a step 
from there to interracial love- 
making and marriage, and as a 
matter of fact the legal barriers 
against interracial marriages have 
already been obliterated in some 
states. And if all this seems far¬ 
fetched and over imaginative, it 
should be remembered that this 
very thing has already occurred 
in some states, as the photographs

In this connection it would be 
well to give some attention to the 
National Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) which in the main was 
responsible for bringing about the 
school segregation ruling. The 
NAACP brought four separate 
suits challenging Ihe legality of- 
segregated schools and it was on 
the basis of this action that the 
Court rendered its startling deci¬ 
sion outlawing segregated schocis. 

SILENT REVOLUTION 

This, incidentally, Is but the 
latest of a series of court victories 
achieved by the radical, trouble¬ 
making NAACP — victories which 
have brought about a "silent revo¬ 
lution" in race relations in this 
co un try within the past decade. 

The NAACP’s most notable vic¬ 
tory previous to the school segre¬ 
gation case was, of course, the 
ruling under which the Supreme 
Court outlawed restrictive cove¬ 
nants, thus making it possible for 
Negroes to force their way into 
previously all-white neighborhoods. 

The NAACP won another out¬ 
standing victory when it obtained 
a Supreme Court ruling which 
compels Washington D.C. restau¬ 
rants and hotels to cater to Ne¬ 
groes—a precedent which is bound 
to be applied elsewhere as time 
goes on. 

In other Supreme Court cases 
the NAACP won decisions which 
insure Negroes the "right" to at¬ 
tend white universities and to 
ride with whites in public con¬ 
veyances. . , 

There have been other similar 
cases. In each instance it was the 
NAACP bringing suit; in each 
case the Supreme Court either up¬ 
held obscuie and little known 
anti-segregation laws, or it out¬ 
lawed statutes under which seg¬

OTHER VICTORIES 
The NAACP has also advanced 
the "silent revolution" witts the 
help of the executive branch of 
the government. Its greatest vic¬ 
tory In this field was the "inte¬ 
gration" of Negroes and whites in 
Ihe Armed Forces. Under the "in¬ 
tegration" program started under 
Truman and completed this year 
by Elsenhower — all branches of 
the military have been mongrel- 
izert, with Negroes and whites 
serving together In interracial 
units for the first time in Amer¬ 
ican history. In many respects the 
NAACP regards this as its great¬ 
est Victory, surpassing even the 
school segregation case in impor¬ 
tance. T 

LITTLE F.K.r.C. 

Another' NAACP victory, won 
with Cittrdielp of organized It u,,-y- * 
was (he so-called "little F.E.P.C." 
which Elsenhower instituted last 
year. The "little F.E.P.C.” compels > 
all government contractors to hire 
Negroes and members of other 
minority groups under threat of 
having their contracts cancelled, 
thus imposing over a substantial 
portion of American industry a 
de facto FEPC.. . 

THE PATTERN 
This, then, is Ihe pattern of the 
“silent revolution"—a silent, creep¬ 
ing, insidious revolution which 
even at this moment is stealing 
upon this Republic like an assas¬ 
sin in the night. And it should be 
noted that this revolution is not 
being promoted by legislation, but 
by executive decree und court de¬ 
cision. Not a single one of the 
above described "civil rights" vic¬ 
tories was obtained through an 
net of Congress. . . 

BEHIND N.A.A.C.P. 

This brings us to the question 
as to what the NAACP's ultimate 
objective really is. This is impor¬ 
tant because we know from past

It Is appropriate, 
therefore, to examine the NA ACP'x 
program in some detail. 

JEWISH LEADERSHIP 
Before doing that, however. It 
is necessary to correct a popular 
misconception as to the leader¬ 
ship of tise NAACP. Because it is ' 
not really and truly a Negro or¬ 
ganization at ail. The people be¬ 
hind the NAACP are not Negroes, 
but Jews. This will come as a sur¬ 
prise to some because the organi¬ 
zation invariably uses Negroes as 
fronts for its activities, and the 
rnnk and tile of its staff is Negro. 
Nevertheless the president of 
NAACP. and the real power in 
the organization, is the Jew, 
zn-thtrr Splirgnus.-Wtrcn thioTsctts— 
digested the revolutionary pro¬ 
gram of the NAACP becomes n 
Jittle more comprehensible. . . 

THINGS TO COME 
The NAACP's objective for Ihe 
next ten years Is no secret. On Ihe 
conlrury it has been mapped out 
in detail and publicized under ihe 
slogan, "Free by 63". The "Free by 
63" campaign was launched last 
March at a Washington D.C. meet¬ 
ing with the blessings of Ike 
Eisenhower, who addressed the 
convention. The plan calls for the 
raising of a million dollars an¬ 
nually for the next ten years and 
the announced goal Is the tolal 
abolishment of racial segregation, 
THE GOAL 

In simple terms, the NAACP's 
goal is to "integrate" Negi’oes Into 
while residential neighborhoods 
until the "black belt" and the all 
white neighborhood are merged 
and thus cease to exist as such. 
The NAACP's program is based 
upon the premise that anti-dls* 
crimination laws now In existence

Although millions of American cituena 
were stunned by the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States that segregation 
In public schools must be ended, few realised 
—- that this decision was the culmination of a 
vicious campaign to destroy American ttber- 
lies. This campaign had its origin in a 101 . 
directive of the Communist International! 
written by the Soviet Chief of Propaganda, \ 
Knrl Radek, Ute alias of a Jewish revolu-/ 
tionury named Sobelsolin. 

The Radek directive gave explicit orders 
to the Communist Party of America to allr 
up racial strife between white and black 
American ettisens, to force the two groups 
together in order to ereate race riots, and to 
carry on relentless agitation for “Negro 
rights'*.

I StluiNOD in Ihc firm of Wlnthrop and'Slim- 
aoii, lawyers for Kuhu, Loch Co., interna¬ 
tional Jewish baukera who financed the 
Communist Revolution in Russia, Frank¬ 
furter was first thrust upou the American 
people by Ih’esidcnt Woodrow Wilson, who 
brought a horde of alien Socialists to Wash¬ 
ington and set up the Socialist hierarchy 
which was reinstated in power fifteen years 
later by his understudy Franklin D. Roose- 
>oil. , . 

Wilson uppoiuted Frankfurter as counsel 
for the Presidential Mediation Commission 
lu the Mooney Case. As the defender of a 
group of Communist borali-lhrowcrs und 
terrorists. Frankfurter had the temerity to 
try to influence Theodore Roosevelt in the 
decision. Theodore Roosevelt replied in an 
open letter which has been publicised for 
yeas*. as follows:

They often spoke in dif¬ 
ferent longues; hut they were all animated 
by a single sentiment—tile welfare of Isruul 
and the good of Zion/* 

1 “ -The welfare of Israel and Iho World Jew¬ 
ish conspiracy lias nlwuys been the single 
sentiment of Frankfurter's life. One of the 
architects of the Versailles Pence Conference 
in 1920 which made the Second World War 
inevitable because of Ihc impossible terms 
inflicted upon Germany, Frankfurter was 
instrumental ill carving out Ihc artificial 
stole of Cscchoslavakia by forcing together 
people of different nalionulUies, w hich made 
the Sudeten crisis inevitable. He also stirred 
up nnti-Scmitism nil over Europe hy includ¬ 
ing in the Treaty »|*ociiil privileges for Jew¬ 
ish residents of all European countries, with 
the threat Unit the United Slates would force 
the European nations to grant those special 
Jewish privileges.

The Jewish Commuiiixt Forty of America 
lias ulway-s envisioned arming Die 15,000,000 
American Negroes as an array with which 
to enslave Ihc white population of America. 
For instance, when Senator Eastland of 
Mississippi protated against the recent anti- 
aegrygation decision of the Supreme Court, 
the New York Post of June 15, 1954 curried 
a letter by Harry Itricc. The New York Post 
is edited by Dorothy Schlff, Jewess, and 
owned by Ihc Schiff family. Jewish Inter¬ 
national bunkers financed the 1917 Commu¬ 
nist Revolution in Russia. The letter carried 
in the New York Post, of June 15, 1954, is 
as follows:

Here arc the 
scntiiiirnl* of Dr.^flhnson as reported in the 
Chicago Defender of June 10. 1935. Speak¬ 
ing before on audience of young Negro in¬ 
tellectuals who were being trained as the 
black elite of Ihc Communist Party, Dr.

NAACP Founded by Jewish Revolutionaries 

The fad that the NiilUmul Association for 
Hie Advancement of Colored People so close¬ 
ly follows the aims and directives Of Ihe 
Communist Party is 'more understandable 
when wc learn Hui! it wus mil founded by 
Patriotic Negro American citizens. It was 
founded by Jewish Communist revolution¬ 
aries. Ail NAACP leaflet featuring congratu¬ 
latory statements by prominent citizens 
quotes Rabbi Irving Miller, former President 
of the Ameri can-Jewish Congress as follows: 

was one of Ihe founders of Ihe NAACP. 
Throughout Ihe jean*, our cooperation with 
Uie Association has been u source of deep 
gratification to us. The intimate working re¬ 
lationships which wc Imve enjoyed, both in 
major undertakings and the day-to-day rou¬ 
tine of the struggle for the extension of 
human rights in Ibis country, Ihivc contri¬ 
buted significantly to the objectives we com¬ 
monly seek." 

The New York Times ef March 24, 1917 
revealed that Rabbi Stephen S. Wise Iwd led 
an hysterical celebration of the Communist 
Revolution in Russia, and addressed u mass 
meeting of gleeful Jewish Communists in 
Carnegie Hall on the previous evening. His 
son James Waterman Wise has been active 
in many Communixt fronts. Ills daughter, 
Justine Wise Polior, appointed a children's 
judge in New York City by the radical 
Marxist Fiurello LaGiairdin, is married to 
Shod Folier, a director oi the American Jew¬ 
ish Congress. 

The American Jewish Congress itself, 
working with the NAACP for common ob¬ 
jectives. was founded by Jewish revolution¬ 
aries who hud been expelled from Russia 
and who found a liav^h lu_jLc. New "York 
ghetto. 

The NAACP has nev T adequately repre¬ 
sented the Negro citizens of America. In¬ 
stead, it has represented the sinister aims of 
Jewish radicals. The NAACP lias always 
been dominated by Jews Mary White Oving- 
lun, in “Mow the NAACP Begun", published 
in 1U51, UIU how she, W. E. Walling and 
Dr. Henry Moskowilz se t up the NAACP in 
1900. She iclull's that Walling's wife had 
been imprisoned for some years in Russia 
for her revolutionary activities in trying to 
overthrow Hie Czurixt government. She ami 
Moskowilz issued u call for aid in founding 
Hie NAACP, signed by 63 people. More Ilian 
one-third of those listed have been cited by 
our Government as Communists or mem¬ 
bers of radical Communist fronts. Senator 
Herbert II. Lchimm, elected Governor of 
New York with the active support of the 
Communist Parly, has been a director of the 
NAACP for many years. Its President today 
is Hie Jew Arthur Spiugttrn.

Florida is another state that ranks at the 
top on teneheix pay. 

"If these states that are now m-uving 
^million* of Hollar* annually into Negro 
'pockets which provide* our ppoplr with 
money that ennbica them to enjoy the dig¬ 
nity of man, to enjoy the preside and 
reapcctabilUy, to buy homes and the necea* 
sitie* of life — are forced to aba/ithm th« 
segregated school — 75 per cent of the 
Negro teacher* ill the South will lose their 
jobs. Not only that, but approximately 
20,000 Negro principals will lone their job* 
nx well . . . 

"This present movement to end segrega¬ 
tion in the school* — is merely the begin¬ 
ning of a well laid plan to completely end 
segregation in everything in th«* Smith.

It is also reqiested that the same information be secured 
concerning Indictment No. 1952, charging one Bryant W. Bowles with 
false pretenses. This indictment was filed on May U, 1953, and it 
appears Bowles was found guilty by Judge Manley on July 27, 195h; 
sentenced to one year in the Maryland House of Corrections, but 
thereafter the sentence was suspended generally on good behavior 
and on condition he make restitution. From the records of this case 
it is suggested that the complaining witness, Charles F. Posqua, be 
interviewed to secure the facts concerning the conpplaint. 4 


It is further requested that the records of Judge Manley's 
Court be examined in connection with any other indictments concerning 
the above-named subject since it appears that Bowles was found guilty 
by Judge Manley on June 18 of five charges of false pretenses and 
sentenced to $ 25.00 fine.

The headquarters of the NAAWP is located at 1319 F Street, North¬ 
west, Washington, D. C. The NAAWP was incorporated und pr t.hg Iams 9 f the 
State of Delaware on December 14. 1951^ ’According to a brochure issued 
Ny the NAAWP its task is to advance and strengthen the culture of the 
white race. To this end the NAAWP purposes (1) "to organize all those 
white people who wish to carry on and further develop the essential and 
permanent characteristics of our culture as previously developed and 
handed down by our forebears:,( 2 ) "to help educate our people through 
a program of lectu res, _bo oks, pamphlets, papers, etc., in the true value 
of their culture, WBA their political, economic, religious, social, 
moral, scientific, recreational, etc., institutions, and to point out \ 
the good which it will promote, the bad which it will stamp out and the 
mistakes which it will correct" and ( 3 ) u to secure the necessary legis¬ 
lation to effect the program of advancing and strengthening the culture 
of the white people." In addition, the NAAWP seeks to advance the white 
race by ensuring its right to associate with those of its own kind, if 
they so desire.
